Every so often we receive 
protests as to the manner in 
which the United States flag 
is being displayed. Few peo= 
ple unfortunately, know the 
courtesy which is due the na- 
tional colors if the manner 
in which some treat the flag 
in decorating halls, etc., can 
be taken as a criterion. 

Tomorrow will be Memorial 
Day and a day on which the 
flag should be displayed ina 
certain manner. Rule thir- 
teen as set forth below gives 
the manner in which the flag 
should be displayed on this 
day. The other \rules are also 
important and should be clip= 
ped out for further reference.

It should always be hoisted 
briskly and lowered slowly 
and ceremoniously. 

2. When carried in a proces= 
sion it should be on_ the 
right; where there is a line 
of other flags, drectly in front 
of the center of the line. 

3. When displayed on wall 
with another flag from cross, 
ed staffs, the American flag 
should be on the right and 
staff should be in front of 
the staff. of the other flag. 

4. When displayed in group 
American flag should be in 
the center and sHghtly higher 
then others. 

5. When flown from filag- 
staff with other flags, Ameri- 
can flag should be at the top. 
When flown from adjacent 
staffs, American flag should be 
ho'sted first. No flag should 
be placed above or to the 
right of American flag. 

6. When flags of other na- 
tions are flown with Ameri- 
can flag all from separate 
staffs, flags should be of ap- 
proximately equal size (In- 
ternational usage forbids dis- 
play of one nation’s flag above 
that of another). 

7. When displayed from a 
staff projecting from a build- 
ing, staff should go clear to 
the. head of staff, unless the 
flag ‘s at half staff. 

8. When flag is not display- 
ed from staff it should be 
displayed flat, indoors or out 
When horizontal or vertical 
against the wall, the union 
should be uppermost and to 
the observer’s left. When fes- 
toons, rosettes or drapings 
are desired bunting should be 
sewed, never the flag. 

, 9. When displayed over the 
middfle of a street the union 
should be to the north in 
an east-west street arf to the 
west in a north-south street. 

10 When displayed on speak= 
er’s stand, the flag should be 
behind and above the speaker 
and never draped about the 
stand or speaker’s table. If 
flown from a staff it should 
be on speaker's right. 

11. When flowa at half staff 
the flag’ fg first hoisted to top 
of ‘staft and Athen lowered to 
half staff. When lowered at 
night it should ‘be raised to 
top and then. lowered. 

12. When flag is displayed 
‘n church, it should be on the 
congregation’s right; when 
displayed in the chanéel it 
should be to the clergyman’s

Although the President remain- 
ed adamant on his’ order in the 
face of ominous back-firing from 
the country, Secretary Mellon and 
General Andrews, national dry 
czar, evidenced their fears of the 
results of failing to put the uqase 
into effect immediately a, was 
fi.8t threatened. 

This was attributed by dry 
chiefs to the failure of State 
cfficials to apply for Federal dry 
badges. Only twu applications 
have been made, those coming 
from deputy sheriffs in California. 

If the Treasury sticks to its an- 
nouncement that only volunteers 
will be accepted and that no at- 
tempt will be made to force the 
issue, the order may become a 
dead letter and never effective. 

The order found a new defend- 
er today in Senator Cole L. Blease 
of South Carolina. He based his

Within 75 vears the popula- 
tion of the United States will 
be doubled, Secretnry of Com- 
merce Hoover predicted to the 
national conference on weights 
and measures today.
